Washington, Deo. 31.— An appalling 
disaster 
occurred 
shortly 
after 
(I 
o'clock 
p. rn. on 
the Baltimore 
and 
Ohio railroad at T e rra 
Cotta, about 
th ree miles from this city, in which 
about thirty-eight persons were killed 
and over fifty Injured, some of them 
so seriously that they will die. 
Tho 
accident w as caused by the collision 
of train No. 66, due bere at 6:25 p. in. 
from Frederick, Md., known 
as tho 
Frederick special, with a “d ead ” pas­ 
senger 
equipm ent special 
of eight 
cars. 
Over 
200 
passengers 
were 
aboard the ill-fated train. 
The railway 
officials late at night were unable to 
assign a n y cause for the collision. 
As 
soon as the news of the wreck reached 
this city, 
nil ambulances 
available, 
with as many physicians as could be 
assembled were sent to the scene.

The Dead S tre w n Along the T r a c k . 


The dead were found lying beside 
th e track for a considerable distance. 
T h e wreck recurred at 6;20 p. rn. 
A 
dense fog was prevailing and m ade 
■objects perceptible 
but a few 
feet 
ahead. 
It was impossible at First to 
determ ine 
the 
exact extent 
of the 
catastrophe. 
Those 
passengers in the 
forward 
coach who were but slightly bruised 
heard the groans 
of Hie dying 
and 
wounded and did what they could to 
give aid. 
A n um b er of the passengers 
walked to Brookland, three fourths of 
a mile away. 
The moment the first of 
the 
survivors reached 
Brookland a 
general call was sent out for doctors 
and ambulances. 
Dr. R. W. Frischorn, 
Dr. Stern 
and Dr. 
J. H. Brooks 
of 
Brookland responded and were taken 
to the scene In automobiles. 
One member of the crew pf the pas­ 
senger train who hobbled into a drug­ 
store half an hour after the accident 
sa id : 
“I can’t tell how many people were 
killed 
It was awful. 
I 
don’t even 
know 
Just 
how it 
happened. 
The 
freight engine went through the entire 
train and it seem s to me as if every, 
one was killed in the last coach and 
many In the first. 
Tho freight engine 
must have run post 
a red target. 
I 
can’t explain the accident in any other 
way. 
T can hear the groans of the dy­ 
ing ringing in my ears now.” 
United sta tes District Attorney D. 
SW . Baker, who was 
a passenger on 
the forward car, suffered internal In­ 
juries. 
He was able to walk from the 
wreck to a drugstore, 
whore bls In­ 
juries 
were treated. 
He 
was later 
taken to his home In an automobile. 


Hastened to the Aid of the Injured. 


When 
the 
news of 
the 
accident 
Bpcead about Brookland many citizens 
and their wives hastened to the scene 
Jto give their aid and 
comfort to tho 
wounded. 
Mrs. IL P. Fisher of this city while 
responding to the call of a sufferer al­ 
most stumbled over the body of a two- 
year-old child lying near 
the track. 
The baby was terribly 
bruised, but 
was still alive. 
It was said that the 
- mother of the infant had been killed. 
The Ill-fated train runs only on Sun­ 
day for the benefit of many W ashing­ 
tonians, 
who either 
have 
country 
jdacejs on the line or go to their rela- 
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fives. 
It loaves Frederick at I o’clock 
In the afternoon and is scheduled to 
reach Washington at 6:20 o ’clock. 
District Attorney Baker in describ­ 
ing his experience said: 
“ I was In the second car from the 
end coming from m y home in German­ 
town. 
I was tour seats from the end 
of the car and just as the train left 
T erra Cotta station the crash carne. 
W e were carried in the wreckage for 
some distance. 
I do not know how I 
got out of the 
wreckage, ’mt 
Mr. I 


Darby, a groceryninn from W ashing­ 
ton, assisted m e to the drugstore.” 
Frank P. Bodlitz. a newspaper m an 
of Frederick, Md., who was slightly in­ 
jured. in describing 
his experience, 
s a i d ; 
“ I was in Hie car next to the smoker 
talking with a gentleman and his wife 
from 
Detroit, 
Mich. 
W e were 
all 
standing up, the ear being crowded. 
Suddenly we heard an awful noise and 
then a crash. 
W om en began scream ­ 
ing and the next thing I knew I found 
myself rolling down an e m b ank m en t 
where someone picked 
me up and I 
found I was not badly hurt. 
It was 
impossible to describe the scene. W o ­ 
men and children were shrieking and 
drowned 
the 
groans 
of the 
dying. 
Children were running about crying 
for 
their parents 
and mothers 
and 
f a ' hers were rushing around trying to 
find their children. 
The dead and in- 
jut eel were strewn along the track for 
a d M i n c e of a mile.” 


H -spital T r a i n at Scene of W re c k . 


Shortly before midnight a hospital 
train which had been sent from W a sh ­ 
ington 
arrived at the 
scene of 
tho 
wr< ck and the work of taking on the 
injured and Hie bodies of the dead was 
begun. 
The unidentified dead will be 
taken to the morgue, while the bodies 
of those who h av e been identified will 
be conveyed to their late homes. 
It has been proved th a t the danger 
signal at T akom a 
Park, a short dis­ 
tance from (he scone of the accident, 
was 
set when 
the train 
of 
em pty 
freight ears passed. 
The 
train was 
going at the 
rate of sixty 
miles an 
hour and E ngineer Hildebrand stated 
that on account of the heavy fog he 
could not 
s e e tile 
signal. 
His t-rain 
ran into tho Frederick train just as it 
was pulling out of Terra Cotta, w h ere 
it had stopped to take on four or five 
passengers. Two of these were am ong 
the killed. 
Both Engineer Hilderhrand and the 
fireman on the freight train were a r ­ 
rested and brought to Washington. 
It is said the engineer of the empty 
train bad failed to see the red signal 
Indicating that another train was in 
the block and plunged ahead on Its 
mission of death. 
A dense fog and a 
drizzling rain prevailed throughout the 
day and night and to the inability of 
the engineer of the rear train to see 
the signal showing that another train 
was 
in the block 
is attributed 
the 
cause of the accident. 
The grade at 
the place where the tragedy occurred 
is downward and tho tracks were slip­ 
pery. 
The wrecked train was composed of 
an engine, 
a smoker 
and two 
day 
coaches. 
Tile two rear coaches were 
reduced to kindling wood and the rear 
of the smoker was telescoped.

London, Dec. 31.— Baroness Burdett- 
Coutts, who has been ill at lier resi­ 
lience here since 
Christmas eve, is 
dead. 
The 
death 
of 
B aroness 
Burdett- 
Coutts, occurring at th e age of ninety- 
two, 
besides depriving the 
country 
fo one of its greatest and most famous 
philanthropists, removes from London 
a unique personality and an interest­ 
ing social figure. 
As a link with the 
almost forgotten past, h e r life begin­ 
ning during th e reign of the Em peror 
Napoleon, she lived during the reigns 
of five British sovereigns. 
Inheriting 
an immense fortune, she so used it as 
to die beloved by the whole nation. 
The Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts was 
one of the foremost, of English women. 
She was an intim ate friend of the late 
Queen Victoria 
and was one 
of the 
richest women in England. Her wealth 
was used principally to carry on her 
work to improve the condition of the 
poor, and as a philanthropist her name 
was world-wide. 
T h e baroness, who 
was a British peeress In her own right, 
had never relaxed 
in her charitable 
work and her nam e in connection with 
philanthropic efforts has always been 
a 
hallmark of 
success. 
Twenty-five 
years ago the baron ess became the 
wife 
of William A shm ead 
Bartlett, 
then a young m an 
in the diplomatic 
service, and at present a member of 
parliament for W estm in ster. 
He was 
born at Plymouth, Mass. 
The Baroness Burdett-Coutts had a 
remarkable history. 
To have known 
William IV., to have 
been present at. 
Queen Victoria's coronation, to have 
been 
intimately 
associated 
with 
Charles Dickens, 
and to have spent 
over 
£1,000,000 In 
charity form 
a 
unique chn Titer of experiences in this 
wom an’s life. 
King Edward once said 
that, after his own mother, the baron­ 
ess was the most remarkable woman 
in England and 
unquestionably “the 
second lady in the land.”

Dec. 31.—Failure

this time to increase materially the 
compensation of 
postoffice employes, 
thus keeping pace with the advancing 
wages in other lines of employment, 
will seriously jeopardize the efficiency 
in tho service. 
This statem ent is taken from tho an 
nual report of First 
Assistant Post­ 
master General Hitchcock. 
The need 
of new legislation to make the postal 
service more attractive Is treated ex 
tenslvely by Mr Hitchcock 
Higher w ages In other 
classes of 
employment, taken with the Increased 
cost 
of living, 
have 
rendered 
pro 
nouncod the Inadequacy of postoffice 
salaries. 
As a result the resignations 
from the service have Increased at an 
alarming rate. 
Mr. Hitchcock’s rep<#t 
shows that In first 
and second class 
offices there w e re approximately 20,* 
OOO clerks in the grades ranging from 
$600 
to fl.000. and 
of these 
clerks 
2,340, or about 12 3_per cent, resigned

In the best, of spirits and not at all 
weakened by bls fifteen days* entomb 
merit in tho heart of Granite mountain, 
sixteen miles northeast of Bakersfield J 
Cal., from which ho was released the 
other nighty Lindsay B. Hicks the next 
day told the story of his terrible ex 
perlence, says a Bakersfield (Cal.) spe­ 
cial dispatch to the New York Times. 
“It was awful close In there,” he 
said, “and at first I thought I would 
die Ilk** the poor fellows above me did. 
God, that was awful to hear them 
moaning and twisting In the debris, 
dying by Inches from suffocation, but 
after awhile a cool draft of air came 
sweeping up from below, and I knew 
then that I would never he without 
air, as there would always be a current 
through crevices. 
“Well, when the crash came I started 
to run up the shaft, keeping along the 
right rail. 
A falling timber struck me, 
and I fell to the floor, and when I tried 
to get up I was closed In. 
Tho timber 
didn’t hurt me much, and In a few days 
I was all right again. 
I never had j 
any fear. 
The death struggles of tile 1 
other men were awful. After the fifth j 
day I knew that I would be saved. 
A 
feeling came over me that God was J 
with in**. 
I am grateful to God. and I j 
will never go to hell if praying can j 
save. 
“And maybe you won’t believe me, 
but sometimes down there I really en­ 
joyed myself. 
That tobacco saved my , 
life. 
It Is the greatest foodstuff on 
earth, and but for it I would be In 
there a cold corpse right now. 
After 
my plug gave out I tried hard to reach 
an empty sack which lay just above 


I me. 
I was lying on my back most of 
the tim**. 
The rats would run around. 
and I had a hard time keeping them 
from eating tho sack. I struck at them, 
but they were almost out of reach. 
“At last two hit it and knocked tile 
I tobacco sack down. 
There were only 
j a few grains In it, but the taste of 
’ these gave me renewed life. 
The rats 
became thicker each day, and some 


I times it gave me a shudder when I 
felt on** run across my face. 
“Then sometimes I amused myself 
with the bell wire, which fell right in 
front of me. 
By pulling a long time I 
broke tills, and then I would play 
tunes with It on my teeth or tinkle the 
I ends together. At last I got so I could 
play a good tune on the wire, and 
many a weary hour passed In this 
a musomout. 
“I don’t understand why my limbs 
are not all swollen, but only my knees 
are a bit sore. 
“I was so cramped In there that I 
could not stretch my legs out, and 
when I wanted to rest I would stick 
one of my legs down a crevice and 
stretch. 
You see the back of my trou­ 
sers is worn out from shifting about. 
When I wanted to sleep, I just put my 
hat on a wheel of the car aud rested 
my head on It. 
“I will stay here awhile and think 
over all tho offers I have received. Of 
course I know I ani somewhat of a 
curiosity, and I do not deny that I con­ 
sider making some easy money. 
One 
thing certain, I will not leave here un­ 
til I have had that Christmas dinner 
with the Doc. 
Ile I jousted once too of­ 
ten about that turkey, and I ain going I 
to take him at Ills word about eating 
all the dark and white meat.” 
The “Doc” to whom Hicks referred 
Is Dr. St!richfield, who worked almost 
continuously with the rescuers. 
At tho hospital Hicks, through Dr. 
Stlnchfleld, made the following state­ 
ment: 
“I guess I am the happiest man In 
Hie whole world. I was confident from 
the day that the pipe was let down to 
me that I would be rescued. My heart 
beat In time with the strokes of the 
picks on the face of that tunnel, you 
can bet. 
I arn going to thank person­ 
ally every man that helped drive that 
drift. 
I consider myself under obliga­ 
tions which I can never pay to every 
man who has taken any part In my 
liberation. 
“You need not think that my mind is 
affected by my Imprisonment 
There 
are things about it that I will never 
tell to any one because I could not. To 
say to you that my experience was ter­ 
rible would not be telling half the 
story. 
But now I want to forget It all. 
and I think I will he ablo to, and be­ 
cause of the kindness of tho mea who 
have been helping me those In th** 
cross cut and the other men who fed 
me and amused mo for those long days, 
when if they had not I certainly would 
have gone mad. 
Later I will be glad 
to tell the story.

TO IN T ER P R ET T H E ORIENT. 


Japanese Scholar W ill T r y to M a k e 
E « « l unit W est Hefter Acquainted. 
At the request of President G. Stan­ 
ley Hall of Clark university Dr. Toshl- 
Yasu Kunia will next year undertake 
Hie task of bringing about a better un­ 
derstanding between the east and tile 
west, writes a Worcester (Mass.) corre­ 
spondent of the New York Sun. 
Dr. 
Kunia Is an honorary fellow and a 
graduate of the class of ’03 of Leland 
Stanford university. 
At Clark univer­ 
sity In 1903 he received his doctor’s de­ 
gree. 
“I feel that Dr. Kunia Is especially 
fitted for this work.” said Dr. Hall. “I 
thought he might (lo a great arid time­ 
ly service by giving a year to tho at­ 
tempt to Interpret China and Japan 
to us." 
“What I am to undertake next year,” 
[1907J. said Dr. Kunia, “Is to make a 
thorough study of the Influence of tho 
west upon the east, confining my inves­ 
tigations to China and Japan. 
I shall 
seek to Investigate and to point out In 
the work what influences have been 
good and what bad and to find out why 
th** results have been what they are. 
“Such a study may help die west to 
understand the east. That will at least 
by my Intention. 
The purpose all the 
time will be to find what Influences are 
good and what ar© harmful. I will try 
to cast aside all prejudices and make 
an objective study of the questions. 
“Tho ultimate aim will be to bring 
out as far as possible the principle that 
should govern a superior people in Its 
intercourse with other people. 
So far 
as I know, tho work Is absolutely 
unique, for no other university In the 
country Is endeavoring to do a similar 
thing.” 
Dr. 
Kunia says that one way in J 
which such a study should be of value I 
to the United States is that it may sug­ 
gest points that Will help solve our 
colonial problems. 
“The real question In regard to the 
treatment of the Filipinos is as to the ! 
proper attitude for a superior people to 
tats * toward an Inferior people. 
I shall 
confine my v. rk to China and Japan, 
for these are tho typiest aud leading 
oriental nations, aud what is true of 
them regarding their relations to the 
western natl >ns is true, with modifi­ 
cations, of the other eastern peoples.” 
Dr. Kunia says the west has erred 
more than in any other direction in its 
attem pt t*» hurry the reform movement 
and force its more modern ideas upon 
the east.
